“ methods of road transportation, 
and suggested that probably .a 
service.of motor buses would best 
suit the requirements of Kowloon 
to commence. and that this could 
later, when.found necessary. be 
replaced by a railless car service 
or’a tramway as in Hongkong. 
The type of proposed vehicles was 
described, and also the routes 
“suggested,.and ‘the Government 
were asked if they wduld be good 
enough to express their views as 
to the service they preferred.” 


. "Have you has any reply from 
the Government ?”: : 
“No written reply wax received 
‘tothis communication, and on 
17th April. 1914, ‘we again wrote 
on, the subject of extensjons 
generally. On the 5th May we 
“ received a jetter from the Colonial

“Government was not prepared-to 
_ commititself in any way as re-
